This is a response to the Office Action mailed January 15, 2003. Please amend the 



application as set forth below. 
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In the Claims : a 5 ^ 

Please add new claims 197-208 as follows: S < 
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197. (New) A vehicle lamp assembly comprising: 
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a solid state first light source emitting light having a dominant wavelength less than 
about 530 nm when a DC potential is applied thereto; and 
a second light source, 

wherein said second light source projects light having a dominant wavelength less than 
about 635 nm, and wherein the vehicle lamp subassembly emits two different and 
complementary spectral bands that together form white light. 
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
